Murder suspect Thomas Edward 
Dunn today prepared for psychia­ 
tric 
examination 
to 
determine 
whether he is sane enough to face 
trial for the fatal beating of 51- 
year-old John Anthony Carnes. 
Dunn. 29-year-old B e a u m o n t 
truck drier, 
yesterday 
pleaded 
innocent ” bv reason of insanity" 
to the June 14 
m urder of the 
Palm Springs bill collector. 


THE HUSKY ex-Marine, accom­ 
panied by Public Defender Frank 
R. Moore, entered his plea in a r­ 
raignment before Judge Eugene 
Therieau at fndio Superior Court. 
He actually entered 
a double 
plea, that of innocent and innocent 
by reason of insanity. 
Judge Therieau said Dunn will 
he examined by psychiatrists from 
Pctton State Hospital and River­ 
side They will report informally 
to the court on July 20. 


BOTH DUNN'S INSANITY hear­ 
ing and jury» trial are scheduled 
for Aug. 17 in the Indio court 
If Dunn is proved sane af die 
hearing, the trial, on the plea of 
innocent, will follow immediately. 
Judge Therieau said. But, if Duiin 
is judged insane, he will be com­ 
mitted and there will be no trial. 


AT A CORONER'S inquest here 
last month. Dunn said he slugged 
Carnes, while the man was sleep­ 
ing in his tillag e apartm ent, in a 
fit of temper brought on by the 
older man s boasting of his ficti­ 
tious career as a naval officer 
Dunn then 
told 
the 
coroner's 
jury that he once suffered a head 
injury which occasionally cua»cd 
him to "black out.” 
He admitted the beating, b u t 
Dunn said he didn't realize his 
blows were fatal.

cannot make a proper home for 
them on $40 a week income. 
Nathan B. Miller, a farm la­ 
borer, said “I’ve talked it over 
with my wife. We want the girls 
to have a good life but it seems 
we are unable to give it to them 
Of course, it 
would 
break 
our 
hearts, but we just don’t see how 
we could m anage.” 


THE TRIPLETS, Glenda, Linda 
end Branda, were born last F ri­ 
day at Dosher Memorial Hospital 
at nearby Southport. N.C. The cou­ 
ple already 
had 
three 
children 
ranging in age from 13 to 17. 
Miller, who earns $25 a week 
and receives a pension of about 
$15 a week, said Thursday h i s 
wife. Pinkie, “sees my point of 
v iew." 


■'If we could find a good cou­ 
ple, we 
would 
consider 
letting 
them adopt the girls," he said. 


SEVERAL 
PERSONS 
already 
have offered to take the children, 
Miller said. 
If only one child had been born 
"m aybe we could have managed 
but three seems impossible,” he 
said. “ We would hate to separate 
them. Some people might consider 
me heartless, but I am thinking 
only of the triplets.” 
Neighbors have provided cloth­ 
ing and other item s for the new 
arrivals and there have been sug­ 
gestions of an appeal for funds 
for the family. 
Miller said, however, “ I don't 
want my daughters to have to 
rely on charity for the rest of 
their lives, if 1 could just get hve 
a smaU farm somewhere, I'm sure 
I could make out bu* I don t see 
much chance of that.” 


Soviet demands on Berlin a n d 
other issues. 


HE REITERATED the Krem­ 
lin’s demands that the Allies pul! 
out ot West Berlin and threaten­ 
ed anew a separate Russian peace 
treaty with Communist East Ger­ 
many if the Allies refuse to come 
to terms. 
He told a press luncheon Thurs­ 
day that “force will be m et with 
force” if the situation in Berlin 
erupts into hostilities. 
Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter said Thursday night that 
Kozlov’s trip to Washington did 
nothing to ease cold war tensions 
over Berlin. 


“ CERTAINLY NOTHING

versations” between Kozlov and 
top U. S. officials. Herter t o l d 
newsmen. 
The 
visiting 
Russian 
had conferred with President E i­ 
senhower, Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon, Herter. and the Senate 
F o r e i g n Relations Committee, 
among others. 
Herter said "nothing new” had 
developed in the talks to indicate 
that Russia had changed its de­ 
mands that the West get out of 
Berlin. 
It was considered highly unlike­ 
ly that Herter would meet with 
Kozlov again before the secretary 
of stale leaves July 11 for t h e 
Geneva foreign ministers confer­ 
ence. The deadlocked conference 
resumes July 13 after a three- 
week "cooling off” recess.

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Big New Tax Plum For State Sweetens 
Move to Legalize Off-Track Betting 


That there is a growing movement 
to legalize off-track betting, commonly 
referred to as bookmaking, as an addi­ 
tional feature of public participation in 
California horse racing was evidenced 
recenly by the large number of people 
who appeared in favor of such a move 
in an official investigative hearing con­ 
cerning “bookie" operations. 
General contention of the proponents 
for off-track betting was that if it is leg­ 
al and "moral’’ to bet on horse races 
when on the race track premises, it is 
just as “moral” and should also be legal 
to place bets a foot or miles away as 
the case might be, that the act of bet­ 
ting on a horse was the same regard­ 
less of where the bet was made or the 
race held; and that if betting is limited 
as to place, then there should be more 
legalized placement locations. 
Contention of authorities that “book­ 
ies’’ should not be encouraged because 
most engaged in the business were un­ 
derworld characters was answered with 
the assertion that if bookmaking were 
licensed and made an open and reput­ 
able business it would remove the now 
secret source of income and control by 
criminal elements in identically the 
same manner as was accomplished by 
the repeal of prohibition. 
Of general interest was the revela­ 
tion that there are an estimated 10,000 
persons in California presently engaged 
in and deriving their major livelihood 


from undercover bookmaking, the num­ 
ber of bettors furtively dodging the law 
in “playing the horses” off-track num­ 
bering several million respectable and 
law’ abiding citizens. 
From a purely economic standpoint 
of new revenue and savings to taxpay­ 
ers it was also argued that legalizing 
of off-track betting would increase the 
State's income some $20,000,000 or more 
per year over the comparatively few 
millions now being collected at the race 
track gates. 
Since everyone is a taxpayer . . . 
directly or indirectly . . . and since the 
current custom is to seek out classified 
items such as beer and cigarets for spe­ 
cial tax boosts, it must be admitted that 
the proponents of taxing off-track bet­ 
ting on horse racing have at least one 
argument w hich will have wide popular 
appeal. 
If left up to the bookies and bettors, 
there is little doubt that they would 
prefer a lawful business and gladly pay 
the State its percentage of tax. And if 
put up to a vote of the preponderance 
of people who seldom if ever bet on the 
horses, it is more than probable that 
they would welcome the new tax levy 
and big new source of tax dollars. 
It would not be surprising if that very 
thing happened, for in the end the gov­ 
ernment seems to garner every single 
cent in taxes it can find, and this one 
is a particularly large plum, ripening 
rapidly and within easy reach.

Roosevelt, a far- 
left Democrat. These lengthy, 
intricate bills differ 
in many 
ways, but they have one com­ 
mon factor. All four of them 
contain a Bill of Rights for the 
rank and file of Union workers. 
Let nobody think this is 
a 
«mail 
thing. 
T h e 
American 
Tounders were acutely 
aware 
that Government — a monarchy, 
a republic and. in modem con­ 
text, a Labor Union — can be­ 
come the people's tyrant. Pious 
statements of intent and solemn 
oath by Government are n o t 
«oough protection. The people 
must be 
armed 
against 
any 
-Government to prevent its abuse 
of power.

. 


THE POUNDERS equipped the 
Constitution 
w i t h 
numerous 
safety devices to prevent each 
branch of Government from be­ 
coming too muscular, but did 
not write a Bill of Rights into 
the Constitution. It was the First 


Congress — that friend of man 
from the very beginning — which 
wrote the 10 Amendments that 
compose the Bill of Rights. Most 
of these are thou-shalt-nots which 
forbid the Government from be­ 
coming the bully of the people. 
Hence, it is in the best Ameri­ 
can tradition, as I see it, that 
the 86th is trying to do for the 
working population what th e 
First Congress did for the whole 
population. No citizen ought to 
find it boring to take 
a little 
time to read here w’hat these 
Bills of Rights try in each case 
tc do.

BARDEN BILL: "No Labor 
organization shall limit the right 
of its members to express and 
disseminate 
any views, 
argu­ 
ments, or opinions . . 
Kennedy - Ervin - McClellan 
bill: "Every member 
of any 
Labor organization shall have 
the right to meet and assemble 
freely . . . to express any views, 
arguments or opinions . . 
Kearns bill: "Every member 
of a Labor organization s h a l l 
have the right to speak freely 
. . . to criticize union officers 
. . . to campaign for or against

ROOSEVELT B I L L : 
"T h e

All these guarantees deal with

trary punishments, to have pub-

tions, to recall miscreant offi­ 
cers, to have access to the ros­ 
ter of membership and financial 
records, to vote before striking 
and to have the use of the U. S. 
law courts if things get tough. 


SOMEBODY W I L L say. and 
quite correctly, that the t r u e 
value Of these 
warranties 
of 
freedom lies in the teeth” 
of 
each bill. But for the purpose 
of the point I am aiming to 
make, let us all applaud Con­ 
gress for recognizing and as­ 
serting these fundamentals of all 
political freedoms. 
By way of contrast, let us afso 
note with disapproval that other 
American 
communities, 
which 
often chant the love of the work­ 
ing man, have been hostile, in­ 
different or ignorant toward his 
bill of rights. The Labor lead­ 
ers, loving their 
power more 
than their responsibilities, have 
put up a major light against the 
tough and toothy McClellan bill 
of rights in the Senate. 


AMERICAN BUSINESS. I am 
sorry to say, has showed itself 
much more willing to tolerate 
Dave Beck (a convicted crook) 
than Waiter Reuther (an honest 
but allegedly power-happy chal­ 
lenger). The Welfare State, as 
represented in the Labor a n d 
Health - Education - W:e!fare De­ 
partments. has too often decided 
to "go along” with the powerful 
Organization Men a n d let the 
working people keep their place 
in the presence of their masters.

Astrology Capsuled in 'Don Dashed' 


The Lasts of Don Dashell, b.v 
Edward Fisher Brown. Pageant 
Press, New York. *t.»i. 


Astrology — like religion — is 
ene of the most abused, most 
maligned, most misunderstood of 
all the philosophical sciences. 
In "The Lusts of Don Dashell.” 
Edward Fisher Brown points up 
this facet of astrology although 
it seems at times that he is 
more interested in setting up 
lurid love scenes for his main 
character than he is in detailing 
the case against the ahamsters. 


BROWN. IT MIGHT be noted 
now. maintains on the book's 
flyleaf that he "points no fin­ 
ger and poses no moral ” This 
it unlortunate since 


more than a little fingerpointing, 
more than a little moralizing, 
would seem to be in order for 
the business of astrology t h a t 
America's "seekers” have rush­ 
ed into — pell-mell. 
Astrology provides a g r e a t 
deal of enjoyment for normal, 
well-adjusted people and appears 
to have a solid basis in histori­ 
cal fact as a means of deter­ 
mining when timing will b e s t 
suit certain endeavors. The book 
doesn't deal with this wither. 
Instead, Brown sets up a ser­ 
ies of sexual interludes that are 
joined by abort sequences of con­ 
versation. 
Dashell makes a multi-million 
dollar corporation, inroads on 
"true” astrology 
and 
no less 
than a dozen women and girls 
before the 533-puge "Lust*” ends. 


THE START INTO "true” as­ 
trology comes when Brown's Da­ 
shell flies to India to set up 
"international offices” for h i s 
fortune - telling Temple. Brown 
has apparently researched h i s 
subject well for there are por­ 
tions of the work that deal with 
the historical significance a n d 
import of this ancient means of 
div ination. 
It oould have been a tremen­ 
dously important book — even 
as a fiction effort. Instead, it 
turns out to be a rather presump­ 
tuous substitute for "True Con­ 
fessions" or "Modern Romance.” 
(The housewives — and even 
some househusbands — ought to 
find great escape in this. It was 
even worth s o m e laughs for 
your reviewer.)

Mr. Bob Dunn is a paid hum­ 
orist. But what strikes him as 
the funniest thing is an unpaid 
dialogue he puts on year after 
year with the man who s e l l s 
meat to the Palm Grill 
WHEN MR. DUNN spots this 
friend acrcss the restaurant, he 
calls out: 
"Pam me sir.” 
The meat man goes right on 
eating. Mr. Dunn then hollers 
again: "Pam me. sir.” 
When he has the attention of 
all the other diners, the meat 
man looks up. 
"Are you addressing me?” 
"YES. 
SIR." 
SAYS 
Bob. 
"Pam me, sir, but you look like 
an intelligent type and maybe 
you could help me recall some­ 
thing: What are these tilings 
that run in the desert? O n 
treads. And soldiers get in them 
and fight?” 
The meat man thinks t h i s 
over. Then he says: "Tanks.” 
“You're welcome.” s a i d Mr.
